BREAD PUDDINGS 


Stale bread will accumulate in any 
household, but it meed never bo 
wasted. There ia nothing much better 
for dessert after a light lunch than a 
good bread pudding. Made with milk 
and eggs it is extremely ,nourishing, 

For one kind of pudding soak two 
cupfuls of bread crumbe or 4iced 
stale bread jn a quart of sealded milk, 
cool add a third of a cupful of sugar, 
ea fourth of a cupfal of melted butter 
or substitute, two eggs slightly beaten 
half a teaspoonful of salt, and a tea- 
spoonful of van@la, with a little grat- 
ed nutmeg if desired. Bake an hour 
in a buttered pudding dish in a slow 
oven. Cracker crumbs instead of 
bread crumbs may be used, but two 
thirds of a cupful is then enough: 
and n meringue of the white of two 
eggs, a quarter of a. cupful of powder- 
ed sugar and a tablespoonful of Jem- 
on juice, may be baked on it after It 
is done. This i an easy aubstitute for 
lemon pie.
